Subsequently a larger area 
was handed to the Province, but 
great blocks were given to the U. E. 
Loyalists and other persons who be- 
came distinguished in the eyes of the 
Home Government. At that time 
railways, canals and the like were 
unknown in the country, but, had 
their construction by the English
